Tbe general verdkt appears to be that 
e good nomination baa been made, and 
•no on which ell elements la the Be- 
pobllcsD party dan harmoniously volte, 
Mr. Butphen’s nomination will tend to 
stimulate Republicans to greater activ¬ 
ity on election day, and remove tbe 
depression naturally following an exett-* 
log primary campaign. 

During bis long residence bare Mr. 
Butpben baa always taken an Interest 
In tbe public affaire of tbe town, but It 
was not until tbe recent formation of 
tbe Board of Trade that be became 
prominent in tbe civic life. He was an 
active spirit In tbe formlDg of that 
orgao'zatloo, and ac vice-president wae 
an able aselstant to Thomas MeGowss, 
tbe first president of tbe beard, and 
when tbs latter retired ke welcomed tbe 
eholoe of Mr. Butpben as bis suoeeeCor. 
It was as president of tbe Beard of 
Trade that general attention was 
dlreoted towards Mr. Butpben as a 
valuable man for tbe responsibilities of 
local government. He was not dlfpoeed 
to be satisfied w!th tbe nominal 
honor of being president of tbe Board 
of Trade, but waa ambitious to make 
tbe boaid a useful factor in tbe oivio 
life by tbe accomplishment of reeuits. 

To bring that about Mr. Sutphon de¬ 
voted much persona] attention to all 
matters of a general public obaraoter 
brought before tbe board for notion. 
Tbe good Impression be made a* presi¬ 
dent of tbe Board of Trade led many 
good cltlaena to turn toward him 
when the mayoralty question came up. 

Tbe approaching election Is going 
to result In a ohange of sdmlnlotratloo. 
With a man like Mr. Sutpbea at the 
head of the administration good reenltc 
will follow tbe ebange. 

Mr. Butpben is a mao who, If elected 
mayor, jUi gi*e olo*e personal ftltofitlofi 
to tbe details of looal government, and 
the tall wlll^iot wag tbe dog, as Is too 
often tbe $s$e ^bere too much reliance 
is placed upon subordinate officials lo 
local governmeit.
